The difpatches received this day from Holland, 
mention,. that the affembly of the States General 
have refolved upon a cordon of troops being arran- 
ged on dhe frontiers of the United Proviacesy which 
joins the dominions of Denmark, and-that a camp 
will be formed for the exercife of the Dutch forces 
in Brabant, where his Serene Highnefs the Sradt- 
holder, will have a review, as Captain General of 
the army of the States General. 

This morning a number of lerters were received 
from the north, by the way of Holland. They all 
aniformly agree, there-is hardly any thing like a 
probability of an amicable adjuftment of differences 
between the belligerent powers. The King of Swe- 
den’s terms are by no means abandoned {ince the 
revolytion that took place in February at Stock- 
holm. On the contrary, he infifts, that Turkey 
fhall be included in the mediation for pacification 
with Ruffia : That a truce with the Grand Seignior 
ihall be figned by the Emprefs for a limited time, 
and the fulpenfion of arms be for the fame period as 
that with Sweden. All Finland, as well as that 
part of Livonia which Ruffia attached to her domi- 
nions, under falfe pretences, fhall be reftored, and.a 
new line or barrier between the provinces of the two 
kitgdoms drawn. This la(t, however, is left to the 
determination of the. arbitrators, who are to be the 
perpetual guarantees for fuch treaty as fhall be ne- 
gociated, being faithfully kept. The Swedes affect 
at leaft to {peak very contemptuoufly of the Danes 
in this bufinels.
